‘Lively Story. 


A torpedo officer, writing home, gives 
the following account of the Cuxhaven raid, 
ax witnessed from his ship. He says: 

“We had a rather exciting Chtistmes 
Day—one [ don’t think T shall ever furzet, 
ag it was. novel ns well as exciting. “On 
Thorsday, Dec. 24, wa got under way at 
3.30, and, excorted bye destroyers, stele 
silently out of harbour and made our way 
northward. During the forenoon we met 
three seaplane-carticrs, and they fell in 
with cur Hotitla. About 10,30 asubmarine 
was sightod, sv we opened vut, and the—— 
and a destroyer proceeded to attack.

Tho Zeppelin disappeared: for a 
‘time. but the Taute caménn, and finally got 
overhend. » Tho rifles were going .*' crack, 
crack,” and. tho uteady ** rip. rip,” of 
the Mazim was-héard,: together with an 
oceasional bang’ from the astoplane ‘gun, 
He was goiog very fast. and was such a 
height that we cow'dn’t hit him.
